2 TEACHERS RESIGN 
The Tressier resignation will be 
effective August lo, the board 
learned. The letter oif resignation 
was dated late in April but had 
not been announced at the May 
meeting of the board. 
The Tressier position will be 
filled in the usual way, the board 
agreed. The teacher and curricu­ 
lum committee will interview pros­ 
pects and will make a recommen­ 
dation to the board. When such 
a recommendation will be forth­ 
coming was not indicated. 
The teacher resignations ac­ 
cepted Monday were from Mrs. 
Margaret Teeter Held, who taught 
English and Latin, and Miss Irene 
M. 
Etter, who taught mathe­ 
matics. Both are in the senior 
high school. 
ELECT MRS. SHREINER 
Mrs. Margaret J. Shreiner, Get­ 
tysburg, wife of Thomas Shreiner, 
was elected as a high school teach­ 
er at a salary cf $4,500. She is a 
graduate of Gettysburg College 
and did substitute teaching in the 
local schools during the year just 
endede. 
The directors accepted a recom­ 
mendation from the finance and 
planning committee that provision 
be made in the plans for the ad­ 
dition to the senior high school 
for additional locker room space 
and for an auxiliary gymnasium. 
The extra gym space will not be 
reimbursable by the state, Supt. 
H. Edgar Hiegle told the board. 
The auxiliary gym, which will 
include about 2.500 square feet 
and be about the size of two 
rlassrooms, is necessary. Mr.

ASSESSMENT 


Adams County’s reassessment 
of properties has begun in Ber­ 
wick and Reading Twps. and 
will soon move into Union Twp., 
Douglas Morrison, president of 
the company making the pres­ 
ent 18-month-long survey of all 
properties in the county, told 
the Rotary Club at its meeting 
Monday evening in the YWCA. 
He commended the coopera­ 
tion of the citizens of the town­ 
ships and told the Rotarians 
that each member of the staff 
carries a card signed by the 
three Adams County commis­ 
sioners and the commissioners’ 
clerk. 
Completion of the work will 
“ probably mean a gain in as­ 
sessed values that will result 
either in a lowering of the mill­ 
age against properties, or a low­ 
ering of the percentage of as­ 
sessment. That is not our de­ 
cision to make. That is the de­ 
cision of the commissioners and 
the 
other 
taxing 
authorities. 
But we feel sure, as a result of 
our experience in other coun­ 
ties, that overall there will be 
an increase in the actual value 
listed for the county’s proper­ 
ties. Our job is not to set the as­ 
sessment on the properties but 
to determine their market value 
based on the legal definition of 
what a property is worth if sold 
by an owner who is willing to 
sell, but not forced to sell, to a 
buyer who is willing to buy but 
not forced to buy. 
CONSIDER MANY THINGS 
“To achieve that figure you 
take a great number of things 
into consideration. We measure 
the buildings. We check through 
them. We measure the land and 
its use. We take into considera­ 
tion the actual sale value of 
comparable properties and here 
we have found by experience 
that about 70 per cent of all sales 
are made at actual value of the 
properties. The other 30 per cent 
are either too high or too low. 
Included also in the determ ina­ 
tion are the price of construction 
of comparable buildings, and 
any other details that may be 
applicable. 
Commissioner 
Harrison 
G. 
Fair told the Rotarians: “ We 
considered this at length. We 
think it is a good thing for the 
county and for the residents. 
Some will find their assess­ 
ments increased, and there will 
be complaints; while some will 
find their assessments lowered. 
But overall it will be as fair 
an assessment as we can pos 
sibly make. We urge you to 
consider this program 
favor­ 
ably as something good for the 
county.”

The fine for all offenses Is 25c 
and IO minutes in the new bor­ 
ough “jail” erected for the pur­ 
pose on the square. And last 
Sunday the jail was the busiest 
place in town with as many as 
12 persons “behind bars” at a 
time. A total of 120 persons paid 
fines amounting to $30 during the 
eight-hour period from noon to 
dark. 
John Laker and his six fellow- 
deputies enforced every old ordi­ 
nance on the books and estab­ 
lished a few of their own “in the 
interest of progress.” The jail 
was established primarily to pun­ 
ish local men who refused to 
grow beards for the celebration, 
but the response has been so 
complete that revenue from this 
source indicated a “deficit” budg­ 
et ami other penalties were es 
tablished to “gild the coffers." 
BUSY AFTERNOON 
“Imprisonment” of the town’s 
mayor, John Phillips, and Coun 
oilmen R o b e r t Lau, “Pete” 
Chronister, William Lerew, Hor­ 
ace Baker and Charles Grim set 
the precedent early Sunday after 
noon for one of the record-setting 
jail days of the celebration. "Ar­ 
rests” began shortly after local

GENEVA (AP) — The Inter­ 
national Commission of Jurists 
today cleared the United States 
of 
Panamanian 
charges 
that 
American troops and police vio­ 
lated human rights in the bloody 
Panama Canal Zone riots last 
January. 
The commission found, how­ 
ever, that excessive force may 
have been used to put down the 
rioting and to stop sniping from 
the Panamanian side of the bor­ 
der. 
The commission also criticized 
Panamanian authorities for fail­ 
ing to curb the rioters and snip­ 
ers 
and for 
doing 
nothing 
against 
inflammatory 
broad­ 
casts at the height of the crisis. 
Twenty-two persona, including 


three American soldiers, were 
killed. About 325 others were in­ 
jured during the incidents Jan. 
9-12. Panamanian crowds, en­ 
raged in a dispute about the fly­ 
ing of the Panamanian flag in 
the Canal Zone, burned down 
several buildings and wrecked 
cars, shops and other American 
property. 
The commission, a private or­ 
ganization of lawyers, judges 
and law professors throughout 
the non-Communist world, was 
asked by the National Bar As­ 
sociation of Panam a to investi­ 
gate whether the gunfire of U.S. 
police and soldiers against the 
rioters was a violation of the 
universal declaration of human 
righto. 


URGES RIGHT 
TOWORKLAW 
IN THIS STATE 


James Scott II, Camp Hill, 
president of "Pennsylvanians for 
Right to Work.” Monday evening 
made a strong plea for enactment 
of a “right to work” law’ in Penn­ 
sylvania “to restore freedom of 
choice to Pennsylvania’s working 
people and to help inject some 
life into the state’s sagging econ­ 
omy'* in a talk before the Gettys­ 
burg Lions Club 
Condemning union officials for 
their “power politics, contrived 
violence and other abuses which 
are 
consistently 
imposed 
upon 
workers, management and the 
general public,” he identified the 
cause of these abuses as the 
“monopoly power which union of 
facials derive from a system of 
compulsory union membership " 
He said 
“this power comes 
from 
the monopoly control of 
jobs, a monopoly control made 
possible only through compulsory 
union membership.

However, 
decreases were noted in congre­ 
gational expenses and m unap­ 
portioned benevolence with the 
result that total expenditures for 
all s y n o d i c a l congregations 
amounted to $15,148,883, a de­ 
crease of $377,545. 
FEWER MULTIPLE CHARGES 
Reporting for the Board of Horn* 
Missions in Parish Development, 
the Rev. Dr. Martin L. Tozer re­ 
vealed: "In 1953 the 623 congrega­ 
tions of the Central Pennsylvania 
Synod were arranged in 363 pas­ 
toral charges; in 1963. there were 
621 congregations in 456 charges. 
In 1963 we have 53 more full-time 
pastors serving congregations. In 
1953 we had seven charges with 
five and six congregations in 
them. Today there are none.” 
“ Realignments and consolida­ 
tions have brought this about with 
tte result being more effective

Coldwater said that in the 
absence of any expressed oppo­ 
sition from Eisenhower he is 
confident he will get the nomi­ 
nation at the mid-July San Fran­ 
cisco convention.

NEW YORK (AP) - Is the 
stock m arket playing its sup­ 
posed function of barom eter? Is 
it forecasting a slowdown in the 
economy in the next few months 
by bidding down prices now? Or 
is it just adjusting some past ex­ 
cesses and getting prices of spe­ 
cific stocks in better line with 
actualities and company pros­ 
pects? 
At the m oment m arket ana­ 
lysts lean to the adjustm ent the­ 
ory. They don’t think the m ark­ 
et is troubled by fears of a gen­ 
eral 
business 
slowdown 
or 
worse. 
Some 
industries 
anticipate 
their traditional sum m er slack 
period but this tim e perhaps less 
sharp than usual. Most are still 
confident, in public utterances 
a t least, that the fall pickup will 
be better than usual. 
SHOW OF CAUTION 
Stock traders in their current 
show of caution, if th at’s what 
it is, comes after a period of 
exuberance earlier this year has 
been m atched by m ost business­ 
m en and consumers. 
The upward pace of the econ­ 
om y has been encouraging, but 
not as fast as many had expect­ 
ed. The upswing has entered its 
40th month with signs neither of 
tiring nor of getting over confi­ 
dent. 
It will have to climb consider­ 
ably faster this fall if the year 
as a whole is to reach the 
heights that some predicted for 
it last January. 
Industrial production, employ­ 
m ent and personal income all 
have been rising, with particu­ 
larly notable spurts in April and 
May. 
AUTOS, STEEL, STARS 
In production the stars have 
been autos and steel, with con­ 
struction also turning in a good 
perform ance. 
Next month, car plants will be 
changing over to new models. 
Steel mills will feel the usual ef­ 
fect of sum m er vacations clos­ 
ing the plants of some of their 
best custom ers. 
Em ploym ent m ade an im pres­ 
sive advance in May. And the 
num ber of jobless fell. The per­ 
centage of jobless to the total 
labor force dropped to lowest 
figure in more than four years. 
That is, it did for about all 
classes except teen-agers. June 
will see a great outpouring of 
students into the labor m arket, 
some looking for sum m er work, 
some for 
perm anent employ­ 
m ent. The teen-age unemploy­ 
m ent problem is likely to get 
worse before it gets better. 
TAX CUT EFFECT 
Many economists think that 


the effects of the federal income 
think it will give less of a boost 
to the economy than it was sup­ 
posed to. 
The stock m arket seem s al­ 
most alone in flying a warning 
flag, if that is what it’s doing. 
More likely, perhaps, it is m ere­ 
ly taking profits on past price 
increases, adjusting its thinking 
about certain com panies, consol­ 
idating to be ready for whatever 
the autum n has in store.

A CLEAR REPLY 
Johnson opened up just one 
day after Goldwater’s victory in 
the California prim ary pushed 
him far ahead of all other con­ 
tenders for the Republican pres­ 
idential nomination in July. 
Johnson, whose own nom ina­ 
tion by the Dem ocrats in Aug­ 
ust is taken for granted, never 
mentioned the Arizonan. But his 
words were a clear reply to 
Coldwater. The speech took in 
m ore than Coldwater. 
It was so detailed Johnson’s 
talk can be considered a basic 
reply to any attacks the Repub­ 
lican party may try to m ake 
when the cam paign gets going. 
In talks, Coldwater has m ade 
since the start of 1964 and most 
recently in a booklet — "Sen. 
Coldwater Speaks Out on the 
Issues”—the 
senator 
has 
at­ 
tacked this country’s defense 
set-up in general and its m is­ 
siles in particular. 
IKE REPLIED, TOO 
The 
Johnson 
adm inistration 
wasted 
no 
tim e 
going 
after 
Coldwater when he began his 
attack last January with the 
statem ent that U.S. interconti­ 
nental 
ballistic 
m issiles were 
‘‘undependable.” 
He got a fast answer from 
Secretary of Defense Robert S. 
M cNam ara, whom Johnson has 
blessed consistently. M cNamara 


called Coldwater "politically ir­ 
responsible” and his statem ent 
"damaging to national aecurity.” 
Coldwater has attacked him 
ever since. But on the sam e day 
Coldwater m ade his statem ent,

Eisenhower said he is confident 
the United States has "just as 
good m issiles as there are in 
the world.”

And Johnson m ade this sweep­ 
ing statem ent: "In every phase 
of national strength Am erica to­ 
day is stronger than it has ever 
been before. It is stronger than 
any 
adversary 
or 
com bina­ 
tion of adversaries. It is strong­ 
er than *he combined might of 
all the nations in the history of 
the world, and I confidently pre­ 
dict th at strength will continue 
to grow more rapidly than the 
m ight of all others.” 
Coldw ater said, "W e are lag ­ 
ging behind in weapons technol­ 
ogy 
and 
in the development 
of new system s.” 
NEW WEAPON SYSTEMS 
Johnson said: 
"In the past 
several years we have begun 
m any im portant new weapons 
system s.” He listed some of 
them . 
Coldw ater 
said 
"th ere 
are 
m any types of w arfare that can 
take

between

trem es of hot andcold. We must 
be ready for all of them .” 
Johnson 
said 
this country’s 
strength is also increasing in its 
ability to fight less than all-out 
war. He rattled off these bits 
of inform ation, some of which 
m ay have surprised the Com­ 
m unists:

$500,000. 
The 
Senate 
restored 
the cuts, added additional mon­ 
ey to the affected areas and 
provided funds for new items. 
EXPECT OBJECTIONS

When you give your wardrobe 
a thorough inspection you may 
find the garments are in good re­ 
pair. but colors have faded or 
are not the right shade for this 
season. You can tint or dye such 
garments to restore the color or 
give them a new one. 
One precaution to take before 
you buy a package of dye or tint 
is to read the label. The label 
will tell you if you’re buying the 
quick-method or the boil-in-the- 
color type. 
Know the fiber content of the 
garment you plan to tint or dye. 
Two fibers—Dacron polyester and 
Orlon acrylic—do not take home 
dyeing satisfactorily. Also, many 
tints and dyes work better on 
some fabrics than others, so read 
the package label and buy the 
dye recommended for the fabrics 
you have. 
A small package will dye one 
pound of fabric and a large one 
will dye five pounds in light or 
medium colors. To get rich dark 
colors, you may need to use twice 
the amount of dye you would for 
light or medium colors. 
Before you begin, read direc­ 
tions that come with the package 
and follow them carefully. Make 
sure you have the space and 
equipment you need. If dyeing 
wool, do it in a wringer-type 
washer. That way there is less 
agitation to cause shrinkage of 
wool fibers. Almost all other fab­ 
rics can be dyed successfully in 
an automatic washer. After an 
article is dyed, do not wash it 
with other garments. Home-dyed 
garments often bleed.

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State Appropriations Bill<6 OO BLANK EUB Youth Croup On 1,400-Mile Tour 
Stirs Opposition In House JjpflpE VOTES

HARRISBURG (AP) — Two 
major administration programs, 
including the giant general ap­ 
propriations bill, were bound for 
conference committees today af­ 
ter the House balked at Senate 
amendments. 
The Senate added $2.7 million 
to the general fund bill, boost­ 
ing the total to $1,072 billion. 
some $2 million more than Gov. 
Scranton had originally request­ 
ed in his budget for fiscal 1964- 
65. 
The other stalemate came on 
administration efforts to reform 
Pennsylvania’s land condemna­ 
tion laws allowing the state to 
seize private property for pub­ 
lic use. 
Both measures were passed 
by the Senate on votes of 49-0. 
But Rep. Blaine C. Hocker, R- 
Dauphin, chairman of the House 
Appropriations Committee and 
one of the members of the House 
conference committee to study 
the budget bill, said: 
RESTORE $88,000 
“We will examine every one 
of the Senate increases careful­ 
ly.” 
His main objection was the 
restora t i o n of some $588 OOO 
which the House cut in its ver­ 
sion of the bill. Refusal of the 
House to concur in the amend­ 
ments set the stage for a poss 
ible battle between the two bod­ 
ies. 
Sen. Robert D. Fleming. R-Al- 
legheny, chairman of the Senate 
Appropriations Committee, has 
said he will not yield to any cuts 
by the House in the Senate passed 
measure. 
The House also rejected Sen­ 
ate additions to grants for the 
University of Pennsylvania and 
Hahnemann Hospital in Phila­ 
delphia in the amount of $155,- 
000. 
Meanwhile, Senate Majority 
Leader James S. Berger, R- 
Potter, said he still is hopeful 
the 1964 legislature can wind up 
its work this week or next Tues­ 
day at the latest. 
The land condemnation propo­ 
sal was amended by the Senate 
to exempt utility companies and 
Allegheny County 
and insert 
technical changes setting limit­ 
ations on the mileage and the 
amount of money to be paid for 
transferring belongings of prop­ 
erty owners whose land has been 
seized.

Meanwhile, Musmanno gained 
one vote and Miss Blatt lost 
three in a recount of votes cast 
in two McKees Rocks voting dis­ 
tricts. The recount had been re­ 
quested by supporters of Miss 
Blatt. 
Musmanno forces said the Su­ 
preme Court justice must have 
lost twice as many votes as Miss 
Blatt because of Judge Carroll’s 
decision. 
CITES OLD RULING 
The judge said his decision 
was based on a ruling in 1897 
when some voters in a primary 
cast their votes in a blank space 
instead of next to the name of 
a candidate. 
Judge Carroll said the votes 
were not accepted then and the 
principle remained the same 
whether the votes were on pap­ 
er ballots or on machines. 
Meanwhile, Maurice S. Osser, 
chairman of the board of elec­ 
tions, said the board has reserv­ 
ed a decision on a request by 
attorneys for Miss Blatt who 
sought 50 subpoenas in connec­ 
tion with challenged absentee 
ballots envelopes. 
Osser said a ruling would be 
made when attorneys for both 
sides completed all of their chal­ 
lenges on absentee ballot envel­ 
opes.

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JAMES H. DUFF 
INTERESTED IN 
DOP PICTURE

WASHINGTON (A P )-S e v e n 
and a half years of retirement 
have failed to dim the political 
interests of Jam es H. Duff, the 
former Pennsylvania governor 
and senator who played a lead­ 
ing role in Dwight D. Eisenhow­ 
er’s rise to the presidency. 
As a freshman senator he was 
one of the first Republicans to 
back Eisenhower for the GOP 
nomination in 1952. 
Today, at 81, Duff no longer 
plays an active part in political 
affairs but he maintains keen in 
terest in Republican party mat­ 
ters and leads an active life. He 
lives on his 115-acre country es 
tate in southern Maryland, but 
makes frequent visits to Wash 
ington and Pennsylvania. 
GOLDWATER O.K. 
He thinks Sen. Barry Goldwa 
ter of Arizona will win the GOP 
presidential 
nomination 
t h i s 
year and says Gov. William W. 
S c r a n t o n 
of Pennsylvania 
“ would make an excellent can­ 
didate for vice president.” 
“ I don’t see anything wrong 
with Coldwater,” Duff said dur­ 
ing an interview by phone to his 
estate near Leonardtown, Md. 
“ I think he’s a fine fellow. I 
don’t necessarily agree with all 
his ideas, but he has real char­ 
acter and I think he’s going to 
be nominated. I don't see how 
they can do anything else with­ 
out destroying the party.” 
“VERY IMPRESSIVE” 
Duff said the show-down for 
Coldwater was the California 
primary 
last 
week 
and 
“I 
thought he made a very impres­ 
sive showing.” 
Turning to Scranton. Duff said 
he had a “high opinion” of the 
Pennsylvania governor. 
He noted Scranton's comment 
that he would accept a vice 
presidential nod only if it result­ 
ed from a sincere and honest 
draft from convention delegates 
and wasn’t manipulated by par­ 
ty leaders. 
LIVE IN MARYLAND 
“ There is a very good chance 
he will get that nod,” Duff said. 
Duff and his wife, the former 
Jean Kerr Taylor, whom he 
m arried in 1909, live on an es­ 
tate—Cedar Lane F arm —front­ 
ing the four-mile wide Patuxent 
River in St. M ary’s County, Md. 
Duff acquired the land in 1951, 
the year he cam e to the U.S. 
Senate after serving four years 
as Pennsylvania governor. 
Duff lives year-round in south­ 
ern Maryland but visits Wash­ 
ington once weekly and Pitts­ 
burgh 
about once every

Bailey said the city of DuBois 
and the borough of Sykesville 
have been told they can set up 
a filter plant to offset the use 
of the water supply area for rec­ 
reation. 
“ This would run into millions 
of dollars, something we cannot 
afford,” Bailey said. “ It seems 
to me we are, within the law. 
attempting to pollute a stream 
by diverting this water which is 
used for human consumption in 
to a bathing lake " 
Joining Bailey in the bill were 
Sens. John ll. Ware. R Chester, 
and D. Elmer (lawmaker, R- 
Franklin. The measure was re­ 
ferred to the Committee on For 
ests and Waters.

LICENSE LAW 
IS RULED OUT 


HARRISBURG (AP) — Com­ 
monwealth Court ruled Monday 
that a section of the state’s 
beauty culture law setting mini­ 
mum educational standards for 
licensed beauty operators is un­ 
constitutional.
